Another  Court  Decision. 

Cloae  upon  the  decision*  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  lout  week,  sustaining  the 
position  of  Glen  Ridge  Borough  as  a 
municipality  separate  and  destinct  from 
Bloomfield  Township,  coiues  another', 
from  the  Court  of  Chancery.  On  Tues¬ 
day  Vice-Chancellor  Reed  filed  his  opin¬ 
ion,  declining  to  grant  the  injunction  to 
restrain  the  Borough  of  Glen  Ridgp 
from  making  use  of  the  sewers  built  uq- 
der  Bloomfield  Township  authority, 
prior  to  the  creation  of  the  Borough- 
The  reason  given  by  the  Vice-ChancelUsr 
for  refusing  the  injunction  is  that  Glen 
Ridge  Borough  Council,  having  passed 
an  ordinance  assuming  possession  of  the 
sewers  in  the  Borough  streets,  their  ac¬ 
tion  is  re  viewable  by  the  Supreme  Court 
under  a  writ  of  certiorari.
